The art of jmper making Is almost 
prehistoric. It la believed that the 
Egyptians Invented the first crude 
process. This is shown in the name 
itself, which Is derived from the word 
papyrus, a reed which grows in Egypt 
and other warm countries. 

Tbe ancient Egyptians made their 
primitive paper from this plant by tuk- 
lng the smooth, fibrous layer between 
the rough outer bark and the Inner 
flesh of the mxl. This they dried and 
glued together In long rolls, which 
served as a means to convey their 
thoughts In hieroglyphics. This proc¬ 
ess has been so improved upon during 
the succeeding ages that today the 
most perfect paper can be made from 
the meanest substances.
